LOCAL LAWYER’S FREED 
_ IN SENSATIONAL CASE. 


EORGE RYAN, the young 

Los Angeles attorney who 

was one of three Texans ac- 
cused of the killing of William 
Black, an anti-Catholic lecturer in 
Marshall, Tex., in February, 1915, 
and who went to Galveston to stand 
trial on a murder charge, has been 
exonerated by the court and his 
case dismissed. Mr. Ryan has been 
a practising attorney here for about 
two years. He has offices in the 
Black Building and resides at No. 
532 South Fremont avenue. 


One of the three men, John Rog- 
ers, who was with Mr. Ryan at 
the time of the tragedy, was killed 
and C. F. Hall, Black's bodyguard, 
was arrested and will probably be 


tried in connection with the death 
of Rogers. 
John Copeland, a Texas banker, 


and the third man in the party, 


was tried and acquitted on a mur- 
der charge, the evidence showing 
that he and Mr. Ryan had shot in 
self-defense. As a consequence of 
this verdict, the court instructed 
the jury to return a verdict of not 
guilty tn favor of Mr, Ryan, and 
his case ordered stricken from the 
docket.

OSPECTS of quiet but far- 
reaching changes in the Los 

| Angeles city high and inter- 

mediate schools loomed large yester- 
day, when it became apparent that 
indications point to the adoption of 
military training under Federal 
control, by vote of the students 
themselves. It is declared that if 
the boy pupils are enrolled under 
the clause in the new army freor- 
ganization act, providing for an 
©fficers’ Reserve Corps, these three 
results will almost certainly ensue: 

A new standard of grit and schol- 
arship will be established, because a 
boy who should take up the mili- 
tary course would have to stick at it 
or be barred from graduating. Now 
changes of mind as to courses of 
study are somewhat common in the 
high schools. 

Advantages of good physical train- 
ing will be offered apart from the 
ethictic field and will probably raise 
the general physical standard of 
students.

Los Angeles ‘Buginetrs Back 
from Peruvian Wilds.

Back from a successful treasure- 


raging mountain torrents thousands 


the Incas of a bygone age had 
mined, two Los Angeles engineers, 
Ross 8. Covert of No, 1737 Garfield 
place and George B. Carpenter of 
No. 175 South Commonwealth ave- 
nue, reached their homes yester- 
day. 

The experience of the two since 
they left New Orleans almost eight 
months ago, as related by Mr. Co- 
vert yesterday, rivals the tales of fic- 
tion. Photographs of their expedi- 
tion, of the country traversed and 
of the actual work of recovering 
the gold, support their story ‘to th 
minutest detail. . 

Leaving April 1 last with approx- 
imately $12,000 worth of machinery 
and supplies and several thousand 
dollars in gold, the men reached 
Mollendo, Peru, three weeks later. 
From there they made the long 
journey through the Southeastern 
Pass in the Andes, 17,411 feet above 
er, 3000 feet above sea level and 
ters. The journey was made on 
foot with about fifty Indians and 
@ Hama pack-etrain. 

UNDERWATER LOOT. 

The gold they sevdght was at the 
bottom of a narrow 
feet in depth, in a deep pool hol- 
lowed out by a waterfall. This pool 
Was about sixty-eight feet In depth, 
100 feet long and sixty feet wide. 
| An English syndicate spent $250,- 
600 trying to recover the gold about 
fifteen years ago and failed. 

Taking advantage of a tunnel 600 
feet in length which that syndicate 
had constructed to divert the Water 
around the waterfall the Americans 
constructed a dam gecross the nar- 
row gorge above the’ fall and 
started to pump out the pool, With 
about half the task complete an un- 
expected thaw set in on the moun- 
tains and within twenty-four hours 
the water roared down the can- 
yon, washed away the dam and 
wrecked their gasoline engine, and 
in an effort to save the most val- 
uable part of their equipment, three 
of their laborers were lost. 

Another dam was constructed, 
the engine repaired and “work be- 
gun again. In less than a week an- 
other flood washed away the dam 
and damage! the engine beyond 
repair. 

Finally a third dam was built, 
night and day, the pool was emp- 
tied of its 6,000,000 gallons of icy 
water. Gigantic boulders which 
had been carried into the hole were 
blasted and laboriously hoisted out 
of the way by crude’ slings, make- 
shift winches, etc. 

During the latter part of July, by 
the work of day and night shifts, 
the sediment at the bottom of the’ 
pool was reached. Some of it was 
hoisted and “washed” in sluice 
boxes constructed of lumber car- 
ried up from the coast. Nuggets 
weighing as much as several ounces 
were recovered. Much of the sed- 
iment the engineers were unable to 
disturb because of limited time. 

HAVE TO LEAVE, 


When supplies began to give Mt 
the party regretfully sacked up the 
gold and prepared to break camp. 
Hardly had they moved their effects 
when another freshet came, and 
in a few hours the tunnel could not 
conduct the flow. When the party 
started back to the coast their last 
view of the scene was of water 
pouring over the dam into the pool, 
although the sturdy dam itself was 
still intact. 

Satisfied with their clean-up, 
which more than repaid them for 
their way and expenses, the mem- 
bers of the expedition worked back 
to the coast, arriving eat Mollendo 
October 2. The next day the two 
men boarded a steamer for Pana- 
ma. They arrived in New York the 
latter part of last week. 
Mr. Covert stated last night that 
the country he visited is fairly im- 
pregnated with gold. He states it 
is very difficult, however, for an 
American to pick up laborers along 
the coast because of the effect of

“From what the papers quoted 
the Prime Minister as saying the 
next day, it seems:McAdoo did not 
even invite that official to have a 
seat, cigar or drink and stated that 
because of reports of plague in port 
it was inadvisable to carry out the 
programme arranged. The Prime 
Minister then offered to have a spe- 
cial train meet-.the boat at a land- 
ing twenty-eight miles up the coast 
and bring. the members of the party 
direct to Lima, but this, too, was re- 
fused. 

“The Prime Minister then left. 
Later in the day McAdoo decided 
to pay his respects to the President 
and, alone, went to Lima. 
stand the President let him cool 
his heels in he anteroom for three- 
quarters of an hour and then gave 
him fifteen .minutes. 

_ “I don't know what transpired 
but there was wailing and gnashing 
of teeth over the incident right up 
to the day I left, a month ago, The 
Peruvians were mad as hornets 
and did everything except desecrate 
the flag and I am not as sure as 
are a lot of people that they stopped 
there.

FIND TREASURE 
OF THE INCAS. 


from Peruvian Wilds. 


After Wresting Gold from a 
Torrent of the Andes. 


ie 
Handicap to Americans, 


Back from a successful treasure- 
hunting expedition into the heart of 
the Andes, where they wrested from 
raging mountain torrents thousands 
of dollars’ worth of the gold that 
the Incas of a bygone age had 
mined, two Los Angeles engineers, 
Ross 8. Covert of No, 1737 Garfield 
place and George B. Carpenter of 
No. 175 South Commonwealth ave- 
nue, reached their homes yester- 

The experience of the two since 
they left New Orleans almost eight 
months ago, as related by Mr. Co- 
vert yesterday, rivals the tales of fic- 
tion. Photographs of their expedi- 
tion, of the country traversed and 
of the actual work of recovering 
the gold, support their story to th 
minutest detail. 

Leaving April 1 last with approx- 
and supplies -and several thousand 
dollars in gold, the men reached 
Mollendo, Peru, three weeks later. 
From there they made the long 
journey through the Southeastern 
Pass in the Andes, 17,411 feet above 
Sea level, to the Michicamani Riv- 
er, 3000 feet above sea level and 
one of the Amazon River headwa- 
ters. The journey was made on 
foot with about fifty Indians and 
@ Nama pack-*train. 

UNDERWATER LOOT: 


The gold they sevght was at the 
bottom of a narrow canyon 1000 
feet in depth, in a deep pool hol- 
lowed out by a waterfall. This pool 
was about Sixty-eight feet In depth, 
100 feet long and sixty feet wide. 
An English syndicate spent $250,-| 
000 trying to recover the eold about 
fifteen years ago and failed. 

Taking advantage of a tunnel 600 
feet in length which that syndicate 
had constructed to divert the Water 
around the waterfall the Americans 
constructed a dam gcross the nar- 
row gorge above the’ fall and 
started to pump out the pool, With 
about half the task complete an un- 
expected thaw set in on the moun- 
tains and within twenty-four hours 
the water roared down the can- 
yon, washed away the dam and 
wrecked their gasoline engine, and 
in an effort to save the most val- 
uable part of their equipment, three 
of their laborers were lost. 


Another dam was constructed, 
the engine repaired and work be- 
gun again. In less than a week an- 


and damaged the 
repair. 

Finally a third dam was built, 
and by working with hand pumps 
night and day, the pool was emp- 
tied of its 6,000,000 gallons of icy 
water. Gigantic boulders which 
had been carried into the hole were 
blasted and laboriously hoisted out 


engine beyond 


shift winches, etc. 

Doring the latter part of July, by 
the work of day and night shifts, 
the sediment at the bottom of the 
pool was reached. Some of it was 
hoisted and “washed” siuice 
boxes constructed of lumber car- 
ried up from the coast. Nuggets 
weighing as much as several ounces 
were recovered. Much of the sed- 
iment the engineers were unable to 
disturb because of limited time. 


HAYE TO LEAVE. 


When supplies began to give Mm 
the party regretfully sacked up the 
gold and prepared to break camp. 
Hardly had they moved their effects 
when another freshet came, and 
in a few hours the tunnel could not 
conduct the flow. When the party 
started back to the coast their last 
view of the scene was of water 
pouring over the dam into the pool, 
although the sturdy dam itself was 
still intact. 

Satisfied with their clean-up, 
which more than repaid them for 
their way and expenses, the mem- 
bers of the expedition worked back 
to the coast, arriving at Mollendo 
October 2. The next day the two 
men boarded a steamer for Pana- 
ma. They arrived in New York the 
latter part of last week.

ALAFORNIA INCONSISTENCY. 

Little wonder is it that Republican 
leaders in the East are gasping while Demo- 
crats are chuckling over the election re- 
turns from California. It seems hardly 
credible that a Sfate whose interests are 
80 closely allied with the policies of the 
Republican party should be found in the 
Democratic column. California’s material 
prosperity depends upon a tariff adequate 
+ for the protection of California products and 
California labor. Our wage scales average 
higher than those of any other State of 
equal population in the world. In order 
that these scales may be maintained it is 
necessary that the products of this labor 
shall be protected against the ruinous com- 
petition of goods of foreign states where 
the average wage is less than half that of 
California. ‘This should seem too funda 
mental to admit of further demonstration; 
yet California has just voted for free trade. 

During the whole fiscal year of 1915 
Sicilian lemons sold on the curb in New 
York for less than the cost of placing them 
on the cars in California, yet California has 
given a vote of confidence to an administra- 
tion that put our lemons practically on the 
free list. Italian olives and olive oi] have 
been sold to consumers right here in Califor- 
nia during the last year for less than the 
cost of local production; yet two of the 
largest olive producing counties in Califor- 
nia have voted in support of an administra- 
tion that favors placing olives on the free 
list. Fresno county begs of every adminis- 
tration for protection for its raisins, and 
Fresno county has just aided in electing a 
President and a Congressman on a free 
trade ticket.

dents could be unable to detect this free 
trade pill under its transparent sugar coat 
known as a tariff commission, They imag- 


cratic Congress, will be willing to replace 
the tariff on lemons when shown that the 
foreign lemons are selling in American 
markets for less than the cost of produc- 
tion in America. ‘ 

They have been too credulous to realize 
that this cost of production theory is purely 
Republican doctrine and that it is sstoutly 
challenged by the Democracy. for 
revenue only never did and never can mean 
adequate protection of American industry 
and American labor. 

Here is the attitude of the present admin- 
istration in relation to that cost of produc- 
tion theory. It is copied from the preamble 
of the report of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee submitted to the House of Represent- 
atives of the Sixty-third Congress by Oscar 
Underwood on April 22, 1913. 

“The so-called theory of cost of pro- 
duction as a regulator of rates was fully 

~ dise at the time the tariff revision. 
bills were introduced by the Ways and 

Means Committee of the Sixty-second 

Congress. Much was said by protec- 

tion advocates in support of the view 

that it was incumbent upon the United 

States to maintain a system of tariff 

rates which, would cover the (differences 

in cost of production between the 

United States and foreigm countries, in 
| fddition to a reasonable margin of 

profit. For instance, if it is assumed 
' that given unit of a commodity can be 

produced in England at $1, or the equiv- 
alent of that sum, while in the United 

States the money expenses of produc- 

duction are $1.25, it is necessary to have 

a tariff duty equal to the difference in 

these money expenses of production, in 

order to place the producers in the two 
countries upon an equal market footing. 

This assumption is based upon an er- 

roneous view of international trade and 

‘finds no warrant whatever in economic 

reasoning.” 

Continuing in this strain the report avers: 
“Thus, if the price of wheat is 17 cents a 
bushel, wheat will command that figure in- 
dependent of whether it is produced at 25, 
50, 75 cents or $1 per bushel. The price is 
fixed by a comiparison of supply and de- 
mand.” 

In other words: The price of labor in this 
country will be regulated by a comparisén 
of the demand in California with the supply 
in Asia and India, and the price of the 
products of labor will be regulated by a 
similar comparison. This is not the doctrine 
of the California producer and never will 
be; but it is the doctrine which he has been 
led to support through permitting his pas- 
sion d prejudices to blind his intellect. 

We have an abiding faith that this 
triumph of free trade Democracy is but a 
passing victory and that the sound economic 
doctrine of Républican policies will rise like 
truth itself from the dust and mire. But 
it is not surprising that the rest of our 
country, which sees plainly where our réal 
interests lie and is not blinded by our local

NATION.

NOTHER outburst of patriotic 
self-congratulation may now 
; be expected from certain sec- 
tions of the American press because 
of the official announcement by the 
Department of Commerce that the 
new shipbuilding in American yards 
nearly, rivals that of Great Britain, 
thus presaging the rebirth of an 
American merchant marine. The 
actual figures show a new tonnage 
under construction or contract of 
1,554,270 in American yards as 
against 1,545,118 in British yards; 
and this further means the con- 
struction of 417 steel merchant ves- 
sels in this country as com 
with 439 in England. Apparently 
we are indeed again a ciose rival of 
Great Britain, so why should we not 
rejoice? 
Unfortunately there are . several 


files in the sweet ointment of our 


self-satisfaction. The British re- 
port is for ships actually on the 
ways and under construction, while 
our figures are for those that are 
either building or that are to be 
built whenever the facilities of 
American shipyards may. permit. 
Further, the only ships built in 
this country that will in any way 
advance us towards. our goal-—our 
place in the markets of the world— 
are those that will be engaged in 
overseas trade under the American 
flag. If we analyze the American 
figures further we will find that by 
the elimination of barges. tug-boats 
and ships for the Great Lakes, the 
number of American ships now 
building that may be available for 
foreign trade is but ninety-six, with 
a gross tonnage of 462,199. But we 
further learn that of the new ton- 
nage under contract, twenty-four 
ships with a gross tonnage of 104, 
343 are for Norwegian account, thus 
reducing the number that will per- 
haps come under the American flag 
to seventy-six, with a gross tonnage 
‘of 357,856. There is no p mt way 

of 


this tonnage will go into our coast- 


wise trade and be of no service in, 


reaching foreign markets. 

We have hardly ceased patting 
ourselves on the back because of 
the fact that in the past two years 
we have more than doubled our 


tonnage engaged in foreign trade 


and under the American flag when 
our vanity is again fed by this kind 
of perfectly truthful buat quite iiju- 
sive statement. The unfortunate thing 
is that this ie but another anodyne 
draught that lulls us to sleep by 
making us think that we are in @ 
way to achieve the dream of half a 
century—the dream that we have 
had ever since our merchant marine 
began to show anemic symptoms— 
that some day we would again come 
into our own and replace the Ameri- 
can flag on the high seas. 


The truth is that, owing to con- 


ditions over which we have had no 
control, we have been forced, in 
spite of ourselves, to the very verge 
of a efreat opportunity which we 
may seize if we are awake, but 
which we will let pass if we dream 
that anything definite and perma- 
nent towards the establishment of 
an American merchant marine has 
been lished." Under the spur 
of emergency legislation we have 
added to our merchant tonnage in 
tle overseas trade. Because of 
abnormal conditions we have, for 
the first time in many years, found 
that even under our high cost of 
building and operation we can now 
operate Ame 
because of the excessive freight 
rates causéd by the temporary with- 
drawal of our rivals from the field. 
But what of the years that are 
shortly to come when the foreign 
tonnage now otherwise occupied is 
released for peaceful trade; when 
the nations now at war will be striv- 
ing with all the newborn national 


efficiency engendered by this conflict 


to regain their lost commercial ad- 
vantages; when every shipyard of 
England and Germany, now engaged 
in the building of war vessels, is 
again devoted to turning our vessels 
for the“trade war that is not only 
suspected but announced? 

Mr. Walter Runciman, a British 
Cabinet Minister and president of 
the Board of Trade, placed his coun- 
try on record when he said recently 
in the Parliament: 


“So far as commerce ig con- 


cerned, Germany is a beaten nation, 
and it is for us to see that she does 
not recover.” 

Secretary Redfield said in a re 


cent address: 


“We are a subject nation, so far 
as our foreign commerce and mart- 
time affairs are concerned.” 

We, like Germany, are a “beaten 


nation, so far as foreign commerce. 


is concerned,” and we may ‘be ab- 
solutely and positively certain that 
Great Britain will be forced “to see 


that we don’t recover,” if within 
her power to prevent us, with no 
particular feeling of hostility 


towards us, but simply because she 
must fill British chs before 
she fills American.: 

We have had our warning and 
should heed it. We must not be 
lulled into a false sense of security 
because we have made a little 
progress. We must not be deluded 
into the belief that we rival Great 
Britain as yet In any maritime way. 
When the war comes to an end then 
will come our trial. Are we ready 
for it? Are we preparing for it? 


Restoring Soldiers’ Hearing. 

The newest therapeutic ma- 
chinery on record is that now being 
tried out in a French hospital to 
restore the hearing of soldiers who 
have lost it in battle. The machine 
is a phonographic instrument which 
pronounces vowels forcibly. These 
vowel sounds cause a vibration 
which acts upon the sensitive drum 
of the ear like massage, overcoming 
its numb paralysis. A number of 
tests have already demonstrated the 
power of the instrument to restore 
hearing to soldiers who are totally 
deaf. It must be tried continuously

BRIAND'S GREAT RISE. 

War has a curious way of elevating 
ae as destroying public men. 
When, at the time of the first eco- 
nomic conference held in Paris, 
Briand. representing his nation, sat 
at the head of the table. Parisians 
eaid mot inaccurately that no French- 
man since Napoleon had known such 
a marvelous rise from poverty, ob- 
seurtty, privation, to the very pin- 
nacie of Buropean influence, as Aris- 
tide Briand. 

Tet despite his great rise, despite 
@ certain cyniciem. which has some- 
What marred him, Briand has pre- 
served a strong and sure sense of 
the people from whom he came and 
whose servant he is. He is one of the 
rare mén in a democracy who has 
the capacity to -feel 
measees. the majority of his countrv- 
men..are going to feel tomorrow. He 
hae a Lincoln-like quality of under- 
wanding the mind of the masses.

Canada’s Loyalty to Engiand. 
{Boston Transcript:] Canadas 
after furnishing about 350,000 men 
to fight Great Britain's: battles in 
Europe, is now threatened with the 
conscription to fill out the half mil- 
lion which is supposed to be her 
quota. Voluntary enlistment has 
come almost to a standstill, and Sir 
E. Foster, Dominion Minis- 
ter of Trade and Commerce, says: 
“If more men are needed, and will 
not voluntarily go, the lesson of 
Great Britain will have to be learned 
in Canada.” Th Statement in- 
volves the admission, on the part of 
Canadian statesmen, that the rela- 
tion of Canada to the war is the 
same as that of England. Canadians 
generally have not admitted that. 
They regard Canada as a nation in 
herself, bound, indeed, by the strong- 
est ties to Great Britain, but help- 
ing her in this war rather as a mat- 
ter of grace and sentiment than on 
account of direct interest dr neces- 
sity. Taking that -view of the mat- 
ter. Canada has surely done mag- 
nificently in putting 100,000 men 
actually in the front of battle, and 
suffering a loss of some 33,000 in 
killed and wounded. 


Suails are Nutritious. 

[Tit Bits:] “All snails are edible 
and nutritious,” says Canon Hersley 
in a book on British land and fresh 
water molluscs, just published. He 
goes on to say that even the common 
or garden snail, though insipid, is as 
nourishing as calf's foot jelly. 

There is a large white shelled snail 
called Helix pomatia that is com- 
monly eaten by connoisseurs in the 
south of England. while all over 
France, Italy and Spain several 
species are used as food. In France 
there ‘are many snail farms which 
yield a good profit to their owners. 
In the French and Italian quarters 
of New York snails may be bought, 
either alive or cooked, and at most 
of the French restaurants they are 
served, “escargots farcis” being the 
most usual form of dish. 

Snails are easy to raise in large 
quantities. They need lime for mak- 
ing their shella, but they do not have 
to be fed, as they can find their own 
food, ‘which is exclusively the leaves 
of many plants They are most 
delicious when properly prepered 
and cooked, and, as Canon Hersley 
says, as nourishing as calfs foo 
jelly.

Having been told 
allowed to take out either printed or 
written matter, and also having 


heard that there was much trouble. 
about photographs, I took all my’ 


books, photographs and manuscripts 
to the German Foreign Office. 
There everything was carefully ex- 
amined by Assessor Roediger, done 
up in one package and sealed in 
Several places. I received a letter 
signed by Baron von Munn, head of 
the press department of the Foreign 
Office, asking the frontier authori- 
ties to pass the sealed package with- 
out opening it. My request for a 
Jetter asking the frontier authori- 
ties to pass me and my belongings 
“with as little trouble as possible” 


was refused, and I was told that, 


such letters were no longer given. ~ 
A friend of mine, who had come 


pinto Germany a few days before 


told me that on reaching Warne- 
munde tickets were given out and 
that passengers were examined in 
the order of the number of their 
ticket; so I arranged matters with 
the conductor of the train from 
Bern. He told me where to stand 
just before we reached Warnemunde, 
pointed out to me, when we arrived, 
the man who gave out the tickets— 
and I received No. 1. 

I had with me a large trunk, two 
grips and a hat box, and my expe- 
rience coming into Germany led me 
to believe that unless I was well up 
in the line I might possibly be, held 
over in Warnemunde until the fol- 
lowing day. <As the steamer I 
planned to take for the United States 
sailed from Copenhagen the next 
day, it was essential that I should 
not be detained. 

Entering a building right by the 
train, I was told to go through a 
long room, and was halted at the 
door of another room and asked to 
produce my passport. After it had 
been carefully scrutinized I was 
passed into another root. There I 
found a porter with my grips and 
hat box, and I was asked to identi- 
fy my trunk. All my luggage was 
then placed on a wooden bench, and 
an officer and subofficer came over to 
take charge of the examination. For- 
tunately for me the subofficer had 
lived in New York for eight years, 
and not only spoke English very 
well, but was also inclined to be 
friendly. I was informed that every- 
thing would be examined and that 
all my things must be taken out of 
my grips and trunk as well; more- 
over, I was told that I must take 
out and also put back the things 
myself. 

I never pack my trunk; it had 
been packed by the chambermaid at 
the Hotel Bristol on Unter den Lin- 
den, and when I left Warnemunde 
its appearance beggared description. 
All my,handkerchiefs, collars, shirts, 
drawers and socks were examined, 
one by one, to see whether ary con- 
cealed papers could be located or 
whether anything was written on or 
sewed into them. 

Handkerchiefs were entirely un- 
folded, shirts, drawers and socks 
were turned inside out, and always 
there was a careful and persistent 
search. Every crease was e¢xam- 
ined. My soap was cut in pieces and 
a stick of camphor ice that had been 
cut in two places when I came into 
Germany Was cut in another place. 
First the grips were examined, and 
then the hatbox; then, tray by tray. 
everything in the trunk was gone 
over. My boots and slippers were 
examined with great care, and, for- 
tunately, I had no boots that had 
been recently resoled or reheeled, 
otherwise they might have been 
ripped apart. This. I was told, is 
frequently done. 

Coming into Germany the exam- 
ining officer had torn out the stand 
in my hat box. on which the hat rests. 
I had this fixed in Berlin, but I 
might better have waited until I 
returned to New York. because, as 
it was impossible for him to get his 
hand between the stand on which 


the box rested and the side of the; 


box. the examiner simply tore the 
stand out. The band of my silk 
hat was pushed up to see whether 
anything was concealed underneath, 
and the cushion for brushing the hat 
was ripped open. 

My evening hat was opened. Al- 
though it was bought in the United 
States. it seems that it had been 
made in Paris, and, as that fact was 
stamped invide, I had a feeling that 
it did not lessen the care with which 
it was examined. In the bottom of 
my trunk there were about a dozen 
summer I not worn 


them since the previous summer, and 
each had a piece of cardboard placed 
in it when laundered in order to 
hold the shirt in shape. The card- 
board was taken out of each shirt 
and laid aside. : 

This completed the examination of 
my luggage, and I was then told 
to go with another subofficer and 
submit to a personal examination. 
I was directed to go into a compart- 
ment and was told to take off all my 
clothing except my undershirt. I was 
also told to take everything out of 
my pockets and put it on a shelf. 
Bank notes were unfolded, one by 
one, to see that there was no tissue 
between; my match safe was opened.

My 
boots and socks, drawers and shirt 
received the same 
previously accorded those in my 
trunk. The band around the hat I 
wore was pushed up and the sweat- 
band was turned down.

Next I was handed a paper to 
sign, stating that everything had 
been returned to me, and I was told 


that my examination was over. A)-/| 


though I had the No. 1 ticket, I was 
next to the last allowed to go on 
board the steamer waiting to take 
us to Denmark; this was on ac 
count of the fact that most of the 
peorle carried little luggage with 
them. 

The last passengers to come on 

rd were an American lady and 
her daughter, who had lived in Ger- 
many for six vears while the daugh- 
ter was completing her musical edu- 
cation. Thev had with them a num- 
her of photographs of friends and 
relatives. and the pictures were al! 
soaked in water until they could be 
removed from the cardboard on 
which they were mounted. | 

One woman had her back rubbed 
with a lemon in order to wash off 
anything that might be written on 
It. All the women had to upsdress 
and take down their hair. All chil- 
dren, even infants in arms, are un-

most thoroughness when there ts the 
least suspicion of those with whom 
thev are traveling. 

The examination of snepected 
women is. of course, conducted by 
women inspectors, and I was told 
cipher dispatches written or oi] pa- 
per had sometimes been discov- 
ered, and that the examination is 
rigid in the extreme.

Cannot Help It. 
ENGLISH VS. GERMAN. 
British People Have Been Develop- 
ing a Deep Hatred Against 
the Germans Because of 
the Kaiser's Way 
of Wartare. 

[New York Tribune:] Mr. Me- 
Clure, who has only recently been in 


Berlin, and has since sent dispatches 


from London, telle us that all things 
considered he finds the British 
hatred of the German a far more 
impressive and fearsome thing than 
the German hatred of Britain, and 
his belief is that it will prove more 


lastingly so. And this is about the 


jeonclusion that must be reached by 


any visitor to England who takes 
the trouble to look about him. 

As a hater the Briton is totally 
unlike the German. He is incapable 
of producing a hymn of hate, such 
as delighted German hearts in the 
early days of the war. He doesn't 
hate as a race or as a group, he 
doesn't hate to order, and he is very 
slow in bestowing his hate upon any 
one outside his own immediate vision. 
Above all he is hopelessly inarticu- 
late, and his professors have failed 
to supply him with any inspiration. 

Thus, when the war began the 
Briton had only the most confused 
notion about “Fritz,” as he then 
named his foe, He certainly did not 
hate Fritz, and taken in the’? mass 
he was a good deal puzzled about 
the whole affair. He had no emo- 
tions about a “place in the sun,” he 
was not highly impressed with the 
ideal of a British, “Kultur” to be im. 
posed on the outuide world, Being 
at war he went somewhat blindly ana 
Slowly toward the job in hand; his 
opinions, so far as he had opinions, 
were wholly tentative. 

FIRST CAME UNBELIEF. 


As for the British soldier, he went 
to war in a frankly sporting spirit. 
There is something enduringly 
pathetic about the fashion in which 
that slender expeditionary force 
sailed away to stop the avalanche, 
the “Tommies” singing “Tipperary” 
and promisng to be back by Christ- 
mas, 

Even when the first Brtish troops 
had been well nigh exterminated, 
when the reports of German atroci- 
ties, murders, burnings and unkpeak- 
able abuse of women and children 
were general, the average English- 
man held his peace. He did not be- 
lieve what he heard, and his char- 
acteristic explanation was “such 
things are not done any more.” He 
did not easily come to hatred. 

But there came a time when al! 
through England the truth had to be 
accepted. Too many Englishm@® had 
seen with their own eves, had beheld 
the actual German fact at first hand 
to admit of further doubt. If you 


man gas attack, the first one at 
Ypres, you would not be far from 
the date when the Englishman ac- 
tually made up his mind about the 
German, and about that time, too, 
the Englishman—taking him by the 
million—went to war. 
THE BALD, NAKED FACTS. 


After that there came the deluge. 
The execution of Miss Cavell, the 
sinking of the Lusitania, the Zeppelin

He is the 
man who brutally maltreats British 
wounded and prisoners. He is the 
author of the Zeppelin raids, and 
he is the criminal who employs the 
submarine for assassination, not for 
war. Above all, and this is com- 
prehensive, he is not a ‘‘clean” fight- 
er, he doesn't “play the game,” he 
recognizes no rules of humanity, of 
law, of sport. Wherefore the Eng- 
Uishman hates him, not as a nation 
primarily, there is nothing of this, 
but as an individual; it is a personal 
matter between the individual Briton 


cannot be settled by a government 
or disposed of by a treaty of peare. 
A hundred years from now there 
will still be some Englishmen who 
hold to the notion as to Germans 
that prevails in- England now, and, 
knowing the English, one would say 
ae there would be a goodly Lum- 
er. 

The most pathetic thing in the 
world just now is the German who 
wants to see the war end and have 
everything forgiven and forgotten. 
He naturally doesn’t believe what 
the Englishman knows to be true 
about the German actions in Bel- 
gium and France. He cannot be 
expected to look upon things from 
the English point of view, but what 
he does not realize is the existente 
of an English point of view. He 
doesn't realize that years and years 
will pass before the Englishman, 
because this is his habit, will get 
over regarding the German as he 
now regards him. | 

Here, then, are some 40,000,000 
men and women and children who 
hold with an intensity that cannot 
be described, and for reasons that 
are a part of their human experi- 
ence, of their personal sorrow and 
suffering, certain feelings toward 
the German, have acquired a hatred 
which, if it is not exactly vindictive, 
actually bars the way to all possible 
friendly relation for many years to 
come. And on the other hand here 
is Prof. Munsterberg preaching 
about an Anglo-German-American 
alliance! 


GERMAN-ENGLISH “ALLIANCE!” 


At all events let us hope that the 
United States will not become the 
ally of Germany before Great Brit- 
ain does. That will give us all time 
to prepare for it. And the British 
ministry that first proposes that al- 
liance to the British people is go- 
ing to have an interesting expert- 
ence. There are several streets in 
Liverpool almost entirely given over 
to the widows and fatherless chil- 
dren of British sailors murdered by 
submarines while on merchant 
ships. There are some east coast 
towns where Zeppelin bombs have 
disposed of many women and chil- 
dren, and there are a ‘thousand 
English, Scotch and Welsh villages 
where old men and old and young 
women have known what Germans 
have done to those they loved best. 
not according to the rules of war. 
but in disregard of them, and it will 
be worth knowing what happens in 
them when Prof. Munsterberg’s pro- 
posal is actually accepted either by 
Mr. Asquith or his successor. 

All of which is another wavy of 
saying that no nation can go forth 
to burn and to murder, to dishonor 
and destroy the helpless, and escape 
the consequences. Least of all can 


to British men and women and chil- 
dren, and to other women and chil- 
dren within the British vision. and 
escape the consequences. These 
consequences will not be abolished 
by a treaty of peace, they will not 
be liquidated by vittory or settled 
by indemnity. The Englishman will!

WOE I18 TERRIBLE. 

“Few persons Who have not seen 
for themselves realize what the life 
of the Belgian soldier has been and 
is today,” he said yesterday. ‘It is 
a fact that during the first year of 
the war these men fought sockless 
and often without shoes, standing in 
freezing water that reached tw their 
knees, their hips, and even their 
shoulders. Today they are poorly 
fed and suffering the greatest hard- 
ships. They are given bread and 
coffee in the morning and again at 
night, and at noon a thick soup con- 
taining meat and vegetables. The 
variety in their diet is furnished by 
the fact they sometimes eat the 
French and sometimes the English 
bread, known to them respectively as 
Joffre and Kitchener bread. 

“The wounded who can be of no 
further service are crowded into con- 
centration camps in France, as they 
‘cannot return to their own land. 
Their life is blank and miserable. 
Then 30,000 of them were interned 
in Holland when they fell back from 
Antwerp, and there are many ‘in 
German prison camps, whence come 
tales of suffering also. 

“I want all these shut-ins as well 
as the men on the battle front to

She and Mr. Norton, after over- 
coming huge barriers of. red tape 
and being received by the Queen, 
went into the dug-outs during a 
bombardment, when shot and shell 
screamed over them. Mr. Norton 
had made an earlier visit to the first 
line, also during a bombardment, 
and as he tells it: « 

“IT am not a newspaper or maga- 
zine writer—I am a worker in the 
cause of Christianity, asd I do not 
exaggerate. The limousine in which 
I was transported was marked by 
the Germans, as such a car usually 
is occupied by officers. The shells 
began to fall about us, one fifty and 
one twenty-five yards away. In the 
trenches the shells were thick over- 
head. It was the rea! thing.” 4 

He also tells of extraordinary pre- 
cautions considered necessary to pro- 
tect a vessel crossing the English 


Channel. 
“Through Madame Vandevelde, 
wife of the Belgian Secretary of 


State,”’ he said, “we secured military 
passports and crossed from Folk- 
stone, Eng., to Boulogne. On the 
ship were 1200 officers; my wife and 
I were the only civilians. When the 
vesse] left the dock all of us were 
made to-don life preservers, and 
these were kept on until the trip 
ended.

A Idians are making a record 
for themselves that is attracting no- 
tice among all persons interested in 
Indian affairs, and the particular 
observation of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs at Washington. 

The Yuma Indians—once a disap- 
Pearing tribe—are “coming back.” 
Their birth rate is far exceeding 
their death rate. 

The Yumas are demonstrating 
that they are the best money mak- 
ers of any of the American Indian) 
tribes. They are taking to scientific 
agriculture, are learning trades and 
are developing a wholesome pride 


in their advancement. The progress 
of the past four years among ther 
Yumas is said by those who have 
closely studied them to have. 
greater than that of the previous 
decade. 

And now the Yumas propose to 
make a beauty spot and show place 
that will spread its fame over the 
United States, and to make it on 
what at present is the barren, vol- 
canic point rising above the wester- 
ly banks of the Colorado River, and 
which for many years has been 
known as old Fort Yuma Hill. 


OVERCOMING DIFFICULTIES, 


I have just returned from a brief 
sojourn at the Yuma Indian Reserva- 
tion. There I saw at first-hand the 
progress the Indians are making, 
under difficulties that are little ap- 
preciated by the white people. I 
saw the adults plodding away to 
repair the damage caused by the 
great floods of last January, which, 
in many a white settlement would 
have been overwhelmingly discour- 
aging. I saw the Yumas reclaiming 
the lands that have been silt-covered 
and then sun-baxked, until the gen-¢ 
eral appearance of the ground was 
that of great areas overlaid with 
immense adobes. The floods’ silt de- 
posits, lacking in humus, have been 
cracked open by the heat of the 
sun, 


into such condition that crops may 
again .be sown. The Yumas have 
kept persistently at this task, under 
direction of the reservation farmers, 
with only the future to look to for 
reward, as thetr tands have been in 
such condition that they have been 
able to produce only light crops this 
season. 
I have seen the Indian boys and 
girls gathered at school, bright and 
happy in their studies and eager for 
the manual instructions as well as 
for their regular classes.

THE MUSICAL PROPHETS OF WAR. 


Artists who have. been the Forerwnners of Tremendous 
World Tumults—After the War, What?

talk about music after the war is | 

futile. It is the sort of talk that 
drove J. J. Rousseau to silence and 
to his determimation long before his 
death never to talk again, much less 
to listen. If musical histary repeats 
itself, music after the war will be 
very much as it was before. It sounds 
preposterous to say that the great 
upsetting of Europe will not have 
a revolutionizing effect upon music, 
but that is, most probably, the truth. 

We. were in the throes of the 
greatest musical revolution since the 
seventeenth century when the great 
war broke out. Music ard wars gO 
almost by contraries. They never go 
hand in hand save in the concrete 
sense of singing “Tipperary” as one 
The effect of a 
war song is indubitable, but the 
point is, what is the connection be- 
tween a battle and “Tipperary,” for 
example? The song is simply a good 
thing to march to, and was on sale 
before it grew to be a war song. 

The editor of a great newspaper 
expressed to me something of his 
emotion upon hearing the “Mar- 
seillaise” sung by thousands of So- 
cialists in procession on a night pre- 
vious to an election for Mayor. “I 
had a feeling of an evil doom,” he 
said, “which amounted to terror.” 
One can understand the effect such a 
demonstration would have, and yet 
where is the analogy between the 
situation of the French at the time 
that song was composed, and that 
‘of the freeman in a democratic west- 
ern metropolis? 


Musicians, like roets, are proph- 
ets. and the musical revolution in 
Europe just prior to this war was 
a forerunner; certainly it was not 
an effect. Concrete happenings do 
not aff the musical génius; or, 
if they ect him, it is in a way en- 
tirely different from the way in 
which they affect the rest of us. The 
war comes to them as from a great 
distance; they hear rumblings and 
are inwardly disturbed, but they go 
on with their composing, as they 
have begun, or they go on with their 
etudes as usual, jealous of anything 
that changes the trend of their 
thought. If you ever have seen & 
musician on the dav that is reserved 
for the cleaning and setting in or- 
der of his music-room, you have an 
idea of what I mean, 

This war may not affect music in 
Europe; that is, the nature of the 
compositions, one whit. Nobody can 
tell what will affect a musician, = 


[° HISTORY repeats itself all this 


th is no more unexpected type of 
mind in the world than the musical 


type. We hear much of the effect 
upon Chopin of the sorrows of Po- 
land and of the purely visionary per- 
sons who peopled his world; but 
we hear these things from the crit- 
ics who, with high imaginations 
have attempted to account for cer- 
tain of the composer’s inspirations. 
From Chopin himself, we hear such 
a string of inconsequential com- 
plainings that we are tempted to seek 
out wholly different motives for his 
melancholy. We have, for example, 
his Storm Prelude, about which our 
imaginative critics write so touch- 
ingly; there were ratndrops on the 
roof, and rain in the heart of the 
composer; and a host of ghostly 
monks stalking through the room, 
and so forth; but all we can find in 
Georges Sand about that particular 
afternoon is poor Frederic’s unreas- 
onable and persistent demands for a 
foot-warmer. 

Chopin may have been inspired by 
the sorrows of Poland in his Polo- 
naise in A; but again we find inti- 
mations in Georges Sand that the 
evident fury of that work was in- 
spired by a failure to procure the 
particular brand of gloves that were 
necessary to complete the happi- 
ness of the great composer. No, it is 
not safe to say what has inspired a 
musician. There is the endlessly pa- 
thetic story of Tschiakowsky and his 
continual attempts at suicide. Was 
it the downfall of the kingdom of 
Poland, or was it, as the artist's pa- 
troness—and was there ever another 
such patroness as Tschiakowsky’'s 
Frau von Meck—Itmplies, because 
there were not enough honors com- 
ing to the Russian, and because he 
could not always make his ever de- 
voted brother feel quite poignantly 
enough the shortcomings of Tschiak- 
owsky’s wife? Does anybody know 
just why he walked into the half- 
frozen river and stood there in the 
hope of contracting a fatal illness? 
Tschaikowsky had ene tooth- 
aches. 


This is too delectable a subject for 
a journalist to get hold of; it has 
endless possibilities. Some day the 
temptation will take hold of one of 
us and there will result a collection 
ef Those Things Which Have Fur- 
nished Inspiration to Composers. It 
would take an American to do the 
thing thoroughly, for they are the 
farthest from understanding the tem- 
perament of the artist of any people 
on earth, and they would not be too 
sympathetic to give the subject the 
full benefit of their humor. Think 
of such a subject in the hands of 
Mark Twain! Regretfully I refer it 
to Irwin Cobb, and proceed. 

Have wars in the past caused any 
great upsetting in the musica) world? 
I think not. It may be that the work,

compose with their blood, and in the 
moods common to their tempera- 
ments, but not with their opinions. 
Witness Richard Wagner, who held 
opinions of the most violent descrip- 
tion upon all topics connected with 
politics and the welfare of the “peo~« 
ple,” and who lived the time of the 
Franco-Prussian war and the strug- 
gies of 1866, and wrote many a@ pam- 
phiet, but at the same time devoted 
his musical gifts to the absolute, 
molding of music and the drama and 
wrote libretti_ which had no bearing 
upon the Prussian spirit of the time, 
or upon the sufferings of Europé dur- 
ing the Napoleonic: campaigns. He 
was concerned with the ancient 
sagas of the north and with the pur- 
suit of the ideal. It is true that he 
Was a great musical revolutionary; 
but as is the case with the present 
music revolution, he preceded th: 
wars and foreshadowed them. It is 
remarkable that during the time of 
the politica] agitations of 1849, in 
which Wagner took’such an active 
part he was compelled to flee to 
Paris at the close, he was engaged 
in writing “Tannhauser,” the libretto 
of which deals with mediaeval times. 
Then followed “Lohengrin,” than 
which nothing can be imagined less 
akin to Prussian riotings, Then came 
and later the plan < 
Wagner might as well have lived in 
the sixteenth century for all the ef- 
fect of the Prussian wars upon him 
musically. Wagner, as a revolution- 
ary, preceded the ‘“Austro-Prussian 
war of 1866 and the Franco-Prus- 
sian war; a prophet, if ever there 
was one. 

Hector Berlioz, too, ts a 
of a revolutionary who p ed the 
wars. There is nothing Tiike, in 
the concrete sense, in his music, and 
yet he was one of the great revolu- 
tionaries. He: gave France an inti- 
mation of war int musical terms some 
years before Prussia did, and his war 
with the critics was comparable to 
the one that followed. Berlioz died 
a year before the Franco-Prussian 

war began, with a record of broken 
idole behind him and a musical world 
aghast «as to what was to follow, 
The wars within Berlioz made them- 
selves felt all over Europe, but the 
wars raging outside made no im- 
pression upon his tonsciousness ex- 
cept as the sound of drums far off.

A theory of musical prophecy such 
as I have pleaded could scarecly car- 
ry without the example of Beetho- 
ven, the greatest anarch of them all. 
It ig edifying to observe that he pre- 
ceded and predicated wars in a fuller 
sense than any of the others. Bee- 
thoven’s smashing of idols came be- 
fore the French Revolution, the War 
-of Liberation and the Revolutions of 
1830. Europe was in a state of 
chaos which only Napoleon could 
cause, while the world of muste was 
absorbed by the later blasphemies of ' 
Beethoven. 

Gluck reformed opera shortly be- 
fore Napoleon reformed Europe. 
Napoleon's desire to put Europe in 
her place in his scheme of things 
is not unlike Gluck’s mature desire

Good-leoking wom- 
en brought high prices, but the 
homely ones had a hard time. 

The revenue derived from the 
sale of the pretty brides was often 
given to the homely ones as a bonus. 
According to history, the record for 
the largest amount paid as a bonus 
to insure a husband for one home- 
ly weman amounttd to a trifie in 
excess of $12 of our money. 

Women enjoved considerable 
prestige in Babylon, and had al- 
most as much power as the men.

Panic in Chinese Theater Follows 
Cowboys’ Charge in Wild West 
ences of Picture Maker 
and Exhibitor. 


“A Trip Through China,” the pic- 
ture which is being shown at the 
Majestic this week, was obtained by 
Benjamin Brodsky through much 
self-sacrifice, danger and difficulty. 
Brodsky started out with 66 cents, 
following the earthquake and fire in 
San Francisco ten years ago. Now 
he owns eighty motion-picture the- 
aters in China, as well as two film-. 
producing plants, and is accounted a 
millionaire. 

A native of Odessa, Russia, Mr. 
Brodsky’'s first experience in the 
ent was during the Russo-Japanese 
War, when he acted as interpreter 
for his country. He returned to San 

cisco and, after the fire, he 
emerged with an old Edison Uni- 
versal moving-picture machine and 
forty or fifty reels of “junk” film. 
With this he sailed for the Orient. 
The motion picture was unknown 
in China when he reached there 
with his paraphernalia, and hé ran 


wares. To the natives his camera 
and projecting machine was a 
“magic box.” He had to pay his 
first audiences to enter his theater, 
which, by the way, was only a tent. 
In this way he finally won the 
crowds. 

Matters were progressing well 
when Brodsky one day put on a wild- 
west film in which a band of cow- 
boys appeared on the screen, charg- 
ing straight at the spectators and 
firing revolvers. The moment the 
audience saw those shooting cow- 
boys bearing down unon them, they 
rushed panic-stricken from the tent 
theater, cutting their way out with 
knives. 

After this the cautious natives 
were slow to come back, but finally 
he hit upon the plan of having a 
few Chinese come and examine the 
apparatus, pass their hands over the 
blank sheet which was the screen 
and assure themselves that there 
was nothing to hurt them. 

Gradually he established picture 
theaters throughout the country, un- 
til now there are eighty of them. 

He was severai years making the 
film which he is showing in this 
city, and he traveled in the interior, 
making pictures where never before 
had a foreign traveler been seen. 
Once he was thr into a Chinese 
jall, but finally e his escape 
after getting the whole populace in- 
to the jail to view his motion pic- 
tures. At another place’ he was to 
have been executed as a “devil,” 
only the people were afraid of his 
“magic.” as he told them he could 
easily put them on the screen and 
they would have to work there for- 
ever.

_ OVER THE SEA. 


Richard von Kuhlmann, whom the 
Kaiser has just made Ambassador at 
Stamboul, is not yet 40 years of age, 
and owes his rapid advancement, 
despite the many mistakes which he 
has made, mainly to his great good 
fortune in marrying some ten years 
ago Margaret, daughter and heiress 
of the colossally rich Baron Hugo 
von Stumm, whose tron works and 
coal mines rival in importance and 
in extent those of the Krupps at Bs- 
sen. The relations between the 
Stummes and the present Kaiser have 
always been very close, indeed, and 
three years ago the Emperor gave a 
further illustration of his friendship 
for the Stumms by creating Frau 
von Kuhimann a bareness in her 


own right, by the name and title of 
Baroness von Stumm-Rambholz. 


Viscount Kaneko, one of Japan's 
most interesting statesmen, is un- 
popular in some quarters because of 
his pro-Americanism. He wunder- 
stands this country and its institu- 
tions thoroughly, having been edu- 
cated in the Rice grammar school 
of Boston, in the Boston Latin School 
and Harvard College. He was in col- 
lege with Col, Roosevelt and knows 
him well, “I have camped out with 
American boys,” he said recently, 
“and lived with them in their homes. 
In every home they had family pray- 
ers, and at firet when they kneeled 
down I djdn’t know what to do, but I 
soon learned.” 


King Ferdinand of Ruitents is a 
German and a Hohenzoliern. His 
elder brother, Prince William, has 
since Rumania entered the war is- 
sued an official pronunciamento ex- 
pelling Ferdinand from the family. 
Prince William years ago decided 
to be a German prince instead of a 
Rumanian king. He renounced his 
right to succeed his uncle, King 
Charlies I, and thus Ferdinand be- 
came a substitute heir apparent, 
William did not renounce his rights 
as head of the family of Hohenzol- 
lern-Sigmaringen, and he now asserts 
these rights forcefully and pictur- 
esquely. 


Vice-Admirai 8ir Richard H. 
Peirse, who has been appointed na- 
val member of the British Board of 
Invention, has served in the navy for 
thirty-two years. His first active 
service was at the bombardment of 
Alexandria as a lieutenant on the 
Inflexible. Later he served in the 
Egyptian war, fe finally received a 


command during the South African 
war. His mo important duties 
bave included the command of the 
East Indies station, to which he was 
appointed in 1912, and the command 
of the first -battle — of the 
home fleet.

Attractive Homes of Mod oderate Cost. 


No. 2. 


Plan in the series of .illustrations of 
moderate-priced homes started a 
week ago is presented in the rea! es- 
tate and building department of The 
Times today. The drawings were 
prepared by Oliver P. Dennis and 
are from plans drawn by him for a 
client in the North Wlishire district, 
the bungalow having recently been 
completed and occupied by the 
owner. 

The house, although of an entirely 
different style from the dwelling il- 
lustrated last Sunday, is, like it, dis- 
tinguished by simplicity and an ab- 
gence of the “curlicues’’ ‘that some 
planners of small homes seem to 
consider so indispensable. Its roof 
lines are straight, running out to a 
wide overhang, and both roof and 
sides are shingled, Olive-green stain 
has been used. 

The dwelling is of large size for 
a bungalow, the owner having de- 
manded roominess throughout and 
having a large corner iot. This-is 
emphasized outside the house by the 
wide sweep of porch across the near- 
ly fifty feet of front and by the 
ample screened-in patio at the rear. 
The dining-room and kitchen wing 
has a depth of ever fifty feet. The 

plan, however, is one of real econ- 
omy in so far as the utilization of 
space goes. 
‘The bungalow boasts an entrance 
hall that serves as a room in itself 
and which gives a privacy not af- 
forded when the street door opens 
directly into the living-room. Open- 
ing from the entrance hall is a 
smatlier hall affording access to two 
bedrooms,-a den equippetl to serve 
on occasion as a third bedroom, and 
the bath. Each bedroom opens di- 
rectly into the bathroom as well as 
into the hall, a convenient arrange- 
ment unique in bungalows. Dining- 
room, den and one of the bedrooms 
open into the patio through French 
doors. 

The most novel feature of the plan 
is a double fireplace with openings 
in both living and dining-rooms and 
separating the two. One of the com- 
plaints against the average bungalow 
is that there is no privacy in either 
the living-room or dining;room, the 
only separation between the two be- 
ing usually in the form of projec- 
tions from the sides that leave so 
large an opening in the center 4s to 

practically afford no detachment 
whatever. In the bungalow illus- 
trated the double fireplace is in the 
center, practically shutting off the 
view between the two rooms, but 
leaving space on either side for ‘pas- 
sage and making them one. 

Access is afforded to the large at- 
tic Space by a stairway and thus the 
problem of storage is solved and the 
future conversion of the bungalow 
into a two-story house made feasi- 
ble if this should ever be desired.

Driving a stock six-cylinder 
Haynes, the automobile record be- 
tween Richmond, Va., and Washing- 
ton, D. C., has been broken by D. B.

TRUCK TAKES LOAD 
OF CREAM TO NEW YORK. 


Steadily making its way across 
the country from New York, a G. 
M. C. truck bound for Seattle is 
completing a feat that is making the 
motor world sit up and take notice. 

Loaded with one ton of evaporated 

cream to be delivered at the com- 
pany’s New York office, the truck, 
driven by William Warwick, left 
Seattle, July 12. Warwick is ac- 
companied by his wife. The east- 
ward trip was made by way of the 
National Parks highway and. the 
actual running time to New York 
Was thirty-one days. Every foot of 
the way was made under the truck's 
OWn power and not once was it pulled 
out or helped in any way. 
The truck was in such good condi- 
tion upon its arrival in New York 
that the General Motors Truck 
Company arranged to have it return 
to Seattle by another route. On the 
morning of October 2 the Warwicks 
pulled out of the metropolis and last 
Thursday had reached Evanston, 
Wyo., by way of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Denver. | 
The trip is in the nature of a road 
test as well as a demonstration of 
the efficiency of the truck. The 
eastward journey, made under the 
auspices of the Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce, tested the keeping quali- 
ties of the evaporated cream under 
varying climatic conditions.

Periods in the Life of Average 
Machine Explained, 


From the Cradle to the Grave 
is an Interesting Trip.

Visitors to the great show at 
Pico, Main and Los Angeles streets, 
which qosed a week ago in a 
blaze of splendor, and particularly 
those visitors who on their way to 
the show had occasion to pass the 
acres and acres of second-hand cars 
spread out up and down Main, Los 
Angeles, Pico and Hill streets for 
eight to twelve blocks, have asked 


| themselves and each other many a 
|] time: 


“What in the world becomes 
of all the used cars? Are there peo- 
ple enough in the world to buy 
them.” 

Los Angeles has been termed the 
bottomless pit” into which hundreds 
and thousands of automobiles are 
dumped every year, to quickly dis-' 
appear, and the market seems never 
to be exhausted. Right now there 
is in Los Angeles and has been for 
months, a shortage of good road- 
sters to be had in used car stocks. 
This is due largely to the great num- 
ber of Los Angeles wholesale con- 
cerns which employ armies of trav- 
eling men who regularly cover every 
spot on the map from San Fran- 
cisco to San Diego, and who would 
no more consider traveling by rail- 
road train than they would figure 
on hiring a horse and buggy. “A 
salesman who has not a roadster is 
not a regular salesman” is the way 
the traveling men figure the mat- 
ter, and the registrations seem to 
bear it out. 

The five stages of the automo- 
bile’s life are: — 

First, the “brain-child” in the 
ambition-fired mind of a dreamer 
whose name appears on the pay 
roll opposite the word “designer.” 
Through days, weeks and months of 


‘travail amid stacks of blue prints, 


endless arguments, measurements, 
estimates, verifications, calculations 
and consultations with experts in 
‘electrical and mechanical engineer- 
ing, advertising managers, sales 
specialists and bankers with sport- 
Sng blood, the “dream child” is 
brought forth into.- the tangible 
realm of created things, 


“what the almighty general public 


Stage No. 2 is “the salon stage,” 
in which the seller of automobiles 
unveils before a waiting world the 
“creation” in glittering nickel plate, 
giisteninge enamel, soft cushions, 
sporty lines, spic, span and spotless 
—a thing to brighten the eye, tickle 
the fancy, quicken the pulse and 
thrill the heart of the man or the 
woman in whose veins there courses 
the red blood which has made 
America the greatest automobile 
manufacturing nation on the globe. 

Stage No. 3 is the stage of action, 
and plenty of it, in which the car 
is called upon day after day for 
weeks, months and years, to per- 
form the normal functions of the 
family carriage, the street car, the 
baggage coach ahead, the delivery 
wagon, the Pullman sleeper and 
many other things. If automobiles 
could talk some people would go 
to the mountains for a long time. 

Stage No. 4 is a vacant lot with 
a wagonload of sawdust or shavings 
for a background, referred to in 
the parlance of Automobile Row as 
“a gyp field.” Here we come face 
to face with the former “somebody's 
darling on wheels,” now a thing on 
which old Father Time, John Bar- 
levcorn, and others, it may be, have 
laid a heavy hand. The fenders are 
jammed, the wheels are a bit “come 
sah,”’ the tires are at half mast, the 
top is in ribbons, the tonneau bears 
a long painted-over scar—souvenir 
of a night of revelry, slippery tracks 
in the fog before daylight, a little 
argument with a street car, “yes. 
the doctor says they will both live! 
etc.:” the bumpers are bumped, the 
springs are sprung, the body its three 
inches “down by the stern,” as if 
her “cargo had shifted during the 
squall,” the whole tout ensembled 
being “only a shadow of her former 
magrnificence.”’ 

Scene No. 5 is a funeral without 
any flowérs or music. The former 
“world’s greatest” has been soli off 
the “gyp flield”’ to some enterprising 
citizen desirous of much for little, 
who, having grown tired of her asth- 
matic motor, drinking ‘habits and 
uncertain ways, has trundled her 
down to the automobile wrecker’s 
and said: “How mugh?” The auto- 
mobile wrecker is all that the name 
implies and three days. later the 
“creation” which thrilled magazine 
readers from Maine to California a 
few vears back has “gone the way 
of all the earth,” the junkman has 
got his: another beautiful dream has 
come and gone! Selah! 


TOURISTS ARRIVE

LOTS OF GASOLINE 
FROM NATURAL GAS. 


It is conservatively estimated by 
men who are Interested in extracting 
gasoline from natural gas that the 
total yield from this source for 1916 
will be considerably in excess of 
100,000,000 gallons, as compared 
with about 65,000,000 gallons for last 
year. Although Oklahoma leads in 
this industry, big strides are being 
made in Texas and Louisiana in 
building the plants for taking gaso- 
line from natural gas. It is stated 
that the natural gas resources of 
Texas, in their present stage of de-' 
velopment, are capable of yielding 
many times the total production of 
casing-head gasoline of the whole 
country at this time. In both Okla- 
homa and Texas the gasdline content 
of natural gas of most of the fields 
runs hich, the average being a little 
more than three and one-half gal- 
lons of gasoline from every 1000 feet 
of natural gas.
